far from it, that, on the contrary, he was ready, at 
once, to rally all his forces and to make battle. 


Now the tirst observation i\lr. A. hail to make on 


this state of things, was, that he regretted exceed- 
ingly that this most martial,this most belligerent rig 
lire ol'speech, should have been Used by either ol 
the gentlemen.

This, Mr. A.uaid, he always 
had hoped, and he did still hope, notwithstanding 
the martial attitude assumed by the gentleman trom 
South Carolina, (Air Holmes,) and in part also by 
the gentlemen from Virginia, (Mr Wise,) allhougu 
the utter gentleman had jjiven notice that he would 
nu longer hold the milurypost he had once occupied 
and comrminded,but would take another positkm.Cer- 
uinly the gentleman never did a wiser thing in his 
lite, [a laugh,] for the position \yas not tenable ; the 
people ol tuis Union never would support those who 
snould attempt to hold it. The gentleman had tiiere- 
lore done wisely in giving in an unequivocal surren- 
der. The position was no longer tenable : thauk 
God Almighty'. The position ol Represiitatives at- 
tempting to dictate to their constituent sovereigns 
and turning out of doors all petitions and petitioners 
whose prayer they did not think proper to erant 
was a position not tenable, and they who attemptei 
to hold it would not be sustained by tbe people ot 
these United States. Mr A. would take the liberty

A gentleman from Ohio, over the way, (Mr Vv el- 


ei) made us a very animated speech yesterday in 
their behalf, and in which, as he said, he fully rep- 
resented th?. sentiments of the people of his district. 
But did the gentleman wy, or will-he-now*ay, that 
that speech represented the sentiment_s_of ,th£_peo- 
nle of Ohio ? Oh no,no; the gentleman-cSmwt-say 
so. When I moved the abolition of the 23d rule, 
which excludes abolition petitions, thirteen out ol 
ei"hteen of the Representatives of the gentleman s 
State, Representatives coming here fresh trom the 


"•entlernan surely must agree, on a little reflection, 
witb the opinion of his friend from Virginia, (Mr 
Wise,) that this was not the place to brandish that 
sword. Mr A. said this because these gentlemen 
and others who had spoken on the subject after this 
uosl terrific threat to prostrate the Union, bad al 
resolyed themselves at last into the position tha 
:hey would stand upon the Constitution, and by im 
jhcation seemed to intimate that tbe abolition peti- 
tions, (for neither of the gentlemen referred at al' 
to tlie resolutions of the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, the reference of which was the question before 
the House,) were violations of the Constitution- 
yes, that petitions were violations of the Constitu- 
tion '. for that was what it came to. The gentle- 
men, in the very midst of their fury, all declared 
thai they were most deeply, most devoutly, to the 
very bottom of their inmost souls, attached to the 
union of the States, and seemed to intimate that the 
Legislature of Massachusetts, (though they made no 
direct reference to the resolutions of that body,) 
and more especially tbe abolitionists wh" sent then- 
petitions here, were not attached to the Union. Sir, 
(said Mr A.,) 1 am not here to answer lor tbe pur- 
poses or views of any abolition society, or of any in- 
dividual abolitionist—though 1 am, in one sense, an 
abolitionist mysel!'; in that sense in which Thomas 
Jefferson,in the seventy-seventh year of his life, de- 
liberately committed to paper his opinion, which he 
addressed to all the slaveholders of the country, 
namely, that abolition must come : that the sooner it 
came the better; and if not, that worse would en- 
sue. 
Whoever will read his life and writings, as 


they have been published by hisgrandson,willlmd in 
one" of the volumes of that publication this sentiment 
avowed, word for word, as 1 have stated it. "Fate," 
be adds, " has decreed the freedom of that people " 
' Fate has decreed"—I will change the word—the 
God of Nature has decreed the freedom of that peo- 
ple, and he will make them free in his own time- 
not, as 1 expect, in my day, but in some day here- 
after. In that sense, then, that Thomas Jefferson 
was an abolitionist, and was so all his life, 1 am one. 
I hope, with all ray soul, that the day will come 
when " slavery " shall be a word without a mean- 
in; in th» Englisn language, and in all other lan- 
"•uligea—when there fhall not be found a slave upon 
all the earth. This, in my judgment, will be the 
consummation of the Christian religion; that will 
be the lone hoped-for day when the lion shall lie 
down with the lamb, and when all the glorious 
promises of the Old testament, promises and predic- 
tions repeated and confirmed by Jesus Chriat, shall 
receive their complete fulfilment. 


In that day, I believe that man will be a nobler, 


a purer, a more elevated being, by far, than we see 
him now ; when he will approach much, nearer to 
the angels. 
In that sense I am an abolitionist : m j 


the sense advocated and avowed by any abolition 
society that 1 am now acquainted with. I am not, 
and never have been. 
I believe, however, that in 


those societies, and in many of the antislavery asso- 
ciations of this day, (and many of them have pub- 
lished moat severe animadversions and denuncia- 
tion directed against me,) there are men of as much 
intelligence, as much virtue, as high rectitude, and 
M ardent patriotism, as is possessed by any man 
upon this floor; still, A» to the measures they pursue 
and advocate, 1 think they are often and greatly 
mistaken. The 'tendency of their course is to re- 
tard the coming of that blessed day for which they 
all sia;h. They no doubt think just the (tame thing 
of me an I think of them.

Rhode Island had once been seized and whip 


ped in South Carolina for the crime of having a 
dark skin, and that Judge William Johnson (a 
Caiolinian) ot the U. S. Distuct Court had rul- 
ed that the State Law under which this was 
done was so palpably unconstitutional that the 
case would not bear an argument. 


Mr Adams—after some farther conversation—] 
1 will not now enter with that gentleman (Mr 


Holmes) on a discussion of the question whether 
the official opinions ot a Judge of tbe Superior 
Court ot the U. S. from the bench, or the opin- 
ions of a ministerial law officer of this Govern- 
ment, are to be the tests and standards of consti- 
tutional law. 1 say, however that tne people of 
the State of Massachusetts, and the people of all 
the tree States ot this Union, have a right to 
consider the decision ot the Judge as the law of 
the land, and as the true and correct view ot the 
Constitution in the case. The gentleman trom 
South Carolina does not. He is satisfied, quite 
satisfied, it he can get an opinion of an Attor- 
ney General. The thing, then, at last comes to 
this : one man considers this to be the doctrine 
of the Constitution, another thinks just the con- 
tiary :one man holds a law constitutianal,anoth- 
er declares it unconstitutional: and so we come 
to the doctrine, once advanced to characteristic- 
ally by Gen. Jackson, that every man is to obey 
the Constitution as he understands it. The gen- 
tleman trom South Carolina is tor the Consti- 
tution « he understands d! [A laugh.] 


There has been another effort to carry out the 


law—not by a South Carolina judge, but by negoti- 
ation with a foreign Power, to effect the same spe- 
cies of oppression in relation to colored mariners. 
such as cooks and stewards of merchant vessels.— 
And here let me say that the enormous and tenify- 
ing danger, a danger soterrjble to the military and 
chivalrous gentlemen, [a laugh !] that rather than 
risk it the Union itself is to be disolved, is this, that 
South Carolina will not be able to sustain her pow- 
er over her slaves because a free colored cook or 
steward should remain on board a vessel at Charles- 
ton for a few days! 
It cannot be endured. It is 


too terrible ; you must nab the poor mortal, a citizen 
most likely of ray own State, or of Rhode Island, or 
the subject of some foreign Power, to whom we are 
bound by treaty that her subjects shall be treated 
by us with kindness and hospitality. In the case of 
this to which I allude the Government of the U. 8. 
and the Government ol South Carolina had both 
to dread a collision with a great foreign Power on 
that question.
